INTERSTATE COMMERCE ACT. 
WALKER B. HINES TESTIFIES, 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-A.M.] 

WASHINGTON, April 4.— Walker B. 
Hines testified before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce yester- 
day. He was formerly of the Louisville 
and Nashville Ratiroad. He said in 
part: 

“The Interstate Commerce Act, as at 
present amended, prohibits every un- 
reasonable and every unjustly discrim- 
matory rate. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission may itself originate com- 
plaints concerning any supposed viola- 
tion of the law. If it finds any rate to 
be unreasonable or unjustly discrimi- 
natory, the carrier must be ordered to 
cease and desist from continuing to 
churge that rate. If the carrier does 
not comply with such order the com- 
miseion or any person interested may 
bring suit, and it becomes the duty of 
the Cireult Court to afford a speedy 
hearing and to make and enforce a de- 
cree compelling obedience to the com- 
mission's order if that order be found to 
be lawful. 

“On any such hearing. the commie- 
sion's findings are prima facie evidence 
as to every act found, so thet the pre- 
sumption is always in favor of the com- 
mission's orders,

HE EVUROPEANIZED EAST. 

A dispatch published in The Times 
the other day estimated that the emi- 
gration from Burope to the United 
States will be larger, this year, than 
during any previous year in our coun- 
try’s history. Moreover, the class of 
emigrants is said to be most unde- 
sirable, being made up for the greater 
part of paupers, ignorant and iiliter- 
ate persons, and frequently those 
whose training and bringing up in the 
old countries have been such as to 
make them not only highly undesirable 
as residents in America but also dan- 


bate.” When it is remembered that 
Bombay, Karachi, Colombo, Madras 
and Caleutta are all under the British 
flag. and that the t bulk of their 
continental trade is conducted with 
Antwerp, a Belgian port, the serious- 
ness of this deliberate blow aimed at 
the commerce of a friendly nation will 
be appreciated. Of course, the Ger- 
man government does not father the 
buycotting and threatening circular; 
but all the world knows that it stands 
close behind its shipping companies, 
and that the latter take no foreign 
move without the appro,«! of the Ber- 
lin authorities. 

Coasting Trade Restrictions. 

If German trade with India can only 
be Sulit up by such means, trouble 
most certainly brewing. Even at this 
moment there is a strong agitation in 
Engiand against the continuance of the 
one-sided system whereby the coasting 
trade of Great Britain and all her 
colonies is opened free and without 
restriction to foreign ship owners, 
while the coasting trade of every other 
country is absolutely closed against 
Britist. shipping.

The tender- 
ness, the pathos, the deep heart-inter- 
est of Jefferson's creation, were miss- 
ing, and were replaced by the com- 
menplace. The strange and fascinat- 
ing tale of the Catskille and of the vil- 
lage of Falling Water, became a sim- 
ple story, told for the wonderment of 
children. 

While the story of Rip Van Winkie 
was based on a legend of the Catskills, 
as related by Washington Irving, 
Joseph Jefferson was the real creator 
of the character of Rip.“ as Irving's 
sketch was a mere outiine, simple 
enough, but destitute of the fascina- 


tuen which the genius of Jefferson has 


well-spent life is fragrant with memo- 


ries that can never grow old. The world 
is poorer when it loses men of high 


ferson. Yet the world; in its bitter- 
ness of loss, should not forget to be 
thankful that such men are born, and 
live the allotted time on earth. For 
this planet would indeed be a desolate 
place of habitation were it not he 
presence, even though it be but for a 
few years, of such Godlike souls as 
that of the loved and lovable man

OULD AND HIS RAILWAYS. 

The dispatches yesterday morning 
speak of disturbed conditions in the 
Pittaburgh environment of the Gould 
system of railways. There have been 
some changes in the personnel, and 
complications have arisen in which 
the general public has manifested a 
lively interest. This is natural, for 
the Gould railroad lines constitute the 
largest aggregation dominated by one 
man in America, or for that matter, 
on the globe. 

They embrace, indeed, a number of 
distinct systems; the Missouri Pacific, 
including the Iron Mountain, with a 
mileage of 6108; the Texas & Pacific, 
including the Cotton Belt and In- 
ternational, 4559: the Denver 4 Rio 
Grande,- 2460;. and the Wabash Rail- 
road with its extension through Pitts- 
burgh to Baltimore, 3218; making a 
total of 16,345 miles, or nearly one- 
twelfth of the entire mileage of the 
United States. 

It is quite natura] that a system 
so vast, with interlacing lines cover- 
ing the productive territory west of 
the Mississippi River, should seek an 
outlet over its own rails to either 
ocean. In pursuance of that object Mr. 
Gould acquired at great cost an en- 
trance into Pittsburgh, where he was 
promised a share of the Carnegie steel

High Prices for Furs. 

At the close of the March series of 
fur auctions, in London, abnormaily 
high prices were obtained, in some 
cases a record for certain skins de- 
ing reached. Free buying by both Ger- 
many and the United States was the 
cause of the uprush in figures. The 
week's sales, says a report included 
among the chief offerings, 1,000,000 
muequash (or musk-rat.) which real- 


ned an average advance of 15 to 20 


per cent. over the January sales, and 
were mainly bought by G@mans. Black 
bears advanced 20 per cent. over a 
year ago, and red fox recovered to 
fully last year's prices, after declining 
heavily in the Interim.
